According to figures arrived at by 
the Board of Supervisors in its can- 
vass of the precinct vote and of the 
absentee votes in the recent election, 
Kenneth McCoy, principal of Buckeye 
school at Shingle Springs, has defeated 
Harry Reese, principal of the Pollock 
Pines school, in the race for the office | 
of County School Superintendent. 

This was the only contest for a coun- 
ty office which was left in doubt by the 
unofficial figures which were available 
last week. 

In the Fourth district race for Sup- 
ervisor, Carl Niegel led Dan Bassi, in- 
cumbent, by a margin of 22 votes on 
the basis of the precinct tally, and the 
absentee tabulation gave Mr. Niegel 11 
votes for a total of 360, and Mr. Bassi 
16 for a total of 343. 

The Board found in its canvass of 
the precinct tallies that Mr. McCoy 
had polled two thousand seven hun- 
dred sixty-five votes as against two 
thousand seven hundred eighteer for 
Mr. Reese. The absentee count gave 
Mr. McCoy one hundred twenty-six 
additional votes and Mr. Reese one 
hundred five additional votes, making 
their respective totals as follows: Mc- 
Coy, two thousand eight hundred 
ninety-one, and Reese, two thousand 
eight nundred twenty-three.

The meteor was seen from California 
to New Mexico by airline pilots as it 
fell eastward. Astronomers at the Mt. 

California, observatory  fail- 
ed to sight the meteor but had pho- 
tographed several] remote ones earlier 
in the day and believed that it had 
burned out in the earth's atmosphere. 

The meteor resembled a_ lighted 
sputtering flare and trailing a shower 
of white light.
